Graphic Account of How the Express 


Car Waa Bombarded—Matters 


Warmiug Up. 


Much inoro progress than usual wae 


niBdeyOBterday.iu the Contant case,the 
salient point being tbe testimony of 
George D. Roberts, the express messen- 
ger. 


The first witness was John P. Jack eon, 


assistant treasurer at the United Stutub 
sub-treasury at San Francisco. Ue tos- 


d that ou the evening of August 3d 


he shipped money by Welle-FarRo to 
PreacfHt, A.T. 
The money was 1000 


American half dollars, or $500. 


George D. Roberts, the messenger, 


;estified that on tbe night of the robbery 
his attention was attracted by the firing 
of guns. As the shots were Gred he 
leard tbe air brakes applied, then they 
ormened and the train went forward. 


The messenger then put out the lights 


n bio car, for fear that a robbery was at 
land. 


As soon nit the train stopped bombt) 


rere exploded, blowing tbo doors off the 
car. Then tbe robbers threw in another 
>omb, which blew tha witness to the top 
of the car, and broke the desks, shelves, 
aiBpa, and (shattered the whole interior. 
Other bamba were thrown in. The doors 
fere blown off and Mr. Roberts could 
joe tbe robbers push the fireman up to 
ho doora. They threw bombs over bis 
boulder into tbe car, and altered the 
moat horrible and Tile oaths and obscene 
BnguaRe. 
They continued to throw 


idinbe into tbo car, which chattered 
everything more and more. 


HOBSllTB QIVBH UP. 


When tho eiehth bomb was thrown in 


he car, and tho messenger was almost 
exhausted from the repeated explosions, 
ie crawled to tho broken door and put- 
ing his arms through the opening an- 
loiinced that he had ear rendered. 


When he put his arms out ooo of tho 


robbers caught him, jerked him oat, put 


KUH aguinst his head and BR>id: 
•'Yon. 
1 tell your partner 


,o COUIB out." 


"1 have no partner. There is no one 


;!BH in iho car," replied Roberta." 


"1'ou are rtd—d liHr,:' oxcluimed lhn 


robber. "Tell him to come out or 1 
will blow your brains out." 


Ttie messenger still insisted that there 


w&s noono in the car; and one of the 
•obbors placed tho uhotsun at Roberts' 
lead onJ said, 


"If there in anyone in that car I will 


blow your d—d brains out, yon s—n of n 


They pushed the Greman in uud or- 


dered him to light tho lamps In tho car. 
They were broken and could not bo 


led, but a torch carried by tho fireman 
ive enough light to eee objects by. 


TlOLKNCi: WAS DSEI). 


Roberts was Bent ia through tho 


broken door and was ordered to open 
,ho through safe, lie replied that it. had 
a time lock and that ho could not open 


Ono of tbo robbers struck him on the 


:iead with tho gun and knocked him 
against the eido of tho cnr. 


lie was knocked down twice and 


breed to open tho other safes. The rob- 
bur put the packages of gold into tho 
Back he wore around his waiet. 


ThroB packages ol silver wero obtained. 


Ono contained $oOO in United Slaton 
coin. 
Two other packngeo contained 


$1020 in South American silver coin. 
The small packages contained fGOD. 


The robbers then compelled tho fire- 


man and inoBBOnger to walk with tin 


cka up to Urn undine. 
Tho witness' shouldur was diolocatcd, 


and be was laid np for twenty-live days 
after the robbery. 


Edward 
Polltz, a 
San Francisco 


broker, testified that ho had shipped the 
Peruvian coins which hnd been dug up 
n Chris Evans' yard, Tho money con- 
sisted of 1700 pieces, valued at $1020. 


VOIC1C AND Hl/.lt IDHSTIKIKI). 


Mr. Roberts on being recalled for cross 


examination swore that ho recognized the 
defendant JIB one of tho robbors by bio 
size.voice and tbo way bo stopped uround. 
lie did not remember any peculiar ac- 
cent, but the voice was quick and sharp 
and the tout* was coinuiiiiiding. 


Tho witnoflU w«B BOH re tod in the j 


on one occasion in order that he uiiuhl 
have an opportunity of hearing the pris- 
oner speak so that ho might J'U'R' 
whether the voice of the prisoner w«f 
the voice of tho robber. 


Ho believed that tho robber nddreeecc 


iim nt Rolinda in his natural voice, an<: 
.(though he wore a mask the voice dii! 
not appBar to be mullled in tho lenat 
The robber moved nronnd very quickly. 


"Don't people engaged in tlmt kind ol 


business move around very quickly?' 
wna asked by defendnnl's attorney. 


"Iprosiimo they do," was the reply 
The witness described the clotliinj, 


jnd the masks worn by the robbers to 
Detective Hickey on the train on the 
night of the robbery. 
Ho deflcribet 


them to Detective Thicker the morning 
after tho'robbery. 
, lie was Interviewed by n RKITUUCAN 
reporter tho day after the robbery, but 
he didn't attach any importance to what 
ho told Tim Rui'UULiOAN reporter. 
He 


did not deecrilw tbu clothing or tho rob- 
bers to the reirarter or to anybody else, 
except the officers of iho express com- 
pany. 


WAS UK IW«TUL'CTHD? 


1 will ask you if you received any in- 


structions from ciuy oUloer of tho com- 
pany not to talk about what you saw at 
Holiuda?" asked tho couuaal for the de- 
fendant. 


This was objected to by the prosecu- 


tion on the ground that the people of the 
stflto ol California weie not bound by 
ttuy instructions the witness may have 
received from anybody else. 


Counsel for defendant argued that ths 


answer of tbo witness might tend to 
show that ho was under the undua iuflu- 
o«c«of the company.

"aud has gathered his budget, and now

This remark warmed the district at-

HICVliNTEHM HUHDItBR CO1NR. 


E. C. Osborne, deputy couity clerk, 


toitilied that he counted tho number of 
pieces of coin in tho two sacks intro* 
luced in evidence during the forenoon. 
tn sack No. 6 there were 700 pieces, and 
in sack No. 7 there wore 1000 pieces. 


H. B. Noel of Visalla said that ho saw 


Goorgn C. Contant in Visalia at dinner 
the day after the robbery. Contnut eaid 
that be WUB on the train at the time on 
his way from Sun Francisco, and that 
tho passengers were pretty badly scared. 
Ho told tbo witness tbnt he sat iu ttie 
nuxt coach to the express, and that he 
did not get out of tho car during tho 
robbery. 


CONTACT'S STATEMENTS. 


Ed ward Bradley of Visalia.driver of the 


Palace bus from the hotel to tho depot, 
told how ho met the train from tioshon 
that connected witb tho robbed train. 
Tho prieoner roilo in the bus with tho 
witness to tho Palace hotel. They went 
into tbo saloon together, and Contant. 
Lohl him that ho was on the train that 
\v»o robbed ; that the ail'nir took place 
nuar Oollis; that four man were engaged 
in tbo robbery, mid that tho express car 
had boon blown to pieces. He also ex- 
hibited a screw huud that 1m said had 
been blown ont of the car. 


Ho told the witness that he WAS in a 


passenger coach, that the passengers 
wero biully frightened aud that 1m went 
out at tha rear end of tho coach. 


After tho nlFrtlr a farmer's boy came up 


to the train and told the paa8enK<"B that 
he had seen four horees tied down near 
tliu creek. 


ANOTIIKK HOl'VENlll. 


Conttmt asked tho witness whether ho 


had Been his brother John around and 
tho witness replied that ho had not seen 
him for a couple of days. 


A commercial drummer who was 01 


tho train showed tho witness » piece of 
the car ttint ho had picked up nt the 
fic«?n« of the robbery. It was after the 
drummer had phown tho piece of wood 
that Uontnnt exhibited tbo screw. That 
was between 5 and (i o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 


The witness eaw John SontaR in 


Visalia ah out three hours niter that— 
about 9 o'clock in tho morning. Ho last 
h»w Guur^H CauUt.l about two ver.ks 
previous to the robbery and Georjjo said 
that he wna goinu to Ban Francisco. 


TIIK BAHKKi;raii's KTOHV. 


Louis NOES, barkeeper in the Palace 


hotel at Yisftlin, on tho night watch, 
Fttid that ho fli\w George Cnntant in the 
barroom of tho Palace hotel on the morn- 
inu of the train robbery about 5 o'clock. 
Ho -tuld tint witness that he had como 
from San. Francisco on tho train that was 
roblH'd. One of th« arrivals showed the 
witness a pioco of the express car that 


,m «aid ho had found at the acene of the 
roblmy. Coiitniit Bald that he WAR on 
the passunger coach and went out on the 
platform. 


TUB AltllKST QV COKTANT. 


Deputy Sheriff QeorgeW. Witty of VI 


ialia waa asked *a to what he knew 
•bout the phjeic&l condition of John 
Soutag, and Mr. Cold well, for tho de- 
fence, objected strenuously, lie said an 
attempt waa being made to make the de- 
feudaut a vicarious sacrifice for the pins 
of his brother John. Tho objection be- 
ing overruled, tlio witness said that he 
saw John Boutag a few days before the 
robbery walking with the aid ol a cane 
and limping. 


"State it yon aftw John Bontag in the 


company ot tho defendant after tho rob- 
bery?" asked the district attornflv. 


This (jueetion was objected to on tho 


ground of immateriality. No evidence 
had been odducud 
B bowing that John 


Soutag had been, 
implicated in the 


"rime. 
The objection having been overruled 


the witness answered that he saw the 
defendant and his brother John at the 
bouee of Chris Evans on August 5th be- 
twond noon and 1 o'clock. 


When the witness entered tho house 


fie told the prisoner that he haa heard 
that be w&s on the train at the time of 
the robbery and that the sheriff desired 
to ask him eoms questions relative to 
the affair. The defendant hesitated, for 
a moment and then etiid, "All right, I'll 
50.' 
The defendant thereupon accom- 


panied Will Smith and the witness to 
;ho sheriff's office. 


The witness admitted that he went to 


Ivans' house for the real purpose of ar- 
resting George Contant. Chris Evans 
was down town at the time, and John 
3ontag wao in the house with the de- 
iendant. He offered no resistance. 


Charles F. Johnson, a Visalia consta- 


ble, teetiSed that John Bontag was home 
a few davi before the robbery. He 
walked with a perceptible limp, and was 
quite lame. 
* 


On cross-examination the witness ad- 


mitted that be was not aure whether he 
saw John Son tag fifteen days before tho 
robbery or earlier than that time. 


The court adjourned until 9 o'clock
